"This is about as formal a meal as one is apt to have today In gen! 
eral, hostesses, expecially young ones, are apt to omit the fish courge | 
entirely; and in this case the second size knife and fork are removed. If 
the hostess should have melon or fruit cup or something that requires a | 
teaspoon, in place of soup, then the teaspoon naturally replaces the soup 
spoon.
